an interest in telephone matters generally. 
The petition states that tho evidence proves 
that Drawbaugh did not see Bell's telephone 
at the Centennial; that he would have falsi­ 
fied if he had averred that he knew lie ante­ 
date« ! Bell, because he had no knowledge of 
when Bell made tho invention, only when 
Bell patented it; that he did most strenuous­ 
ly urge his friends to hack him up in apply­ 
ing for a j latent after 1870, and making a 
contest with Bell at that time, but that this 
necessitated great expense, and at that time 
the value of the telephone was not known— 
anyway, h** made the effort the court thought 
he should have done, and his f riends declined 
to act. 
And la* also did Lake an interest in the 
telephone after Bell secured a patent, as the 
evidence shows that he invented and com­ 
pleted the highly organized and perfected 
carbon telephone in ls*7 and made further 
improvem *nts in 1878; also constructed a 
double machine in 1878, and in May, l v78, 
six months before the Blake transmitter was 
invented, he exhibited a perfect carbon tele­ 
phone on Steed’s private line at Harrisburg.

Never wet the hair if y ou have any 
tendency to deafness; wear an oiled silk 
cap when bathing , and refrain from div­ 
ing . 
Never scratch the ears with any thing 
but the fing er if they itch. 
Do not u.se 
the head of a pin, hairpins, pi ncii tips or 
any thing oi that nature. 
Never let the feet fjocome col l and 
damp, or sit with the back toward tlie 
window, as these tiling s tend to ag g ra­ 
vate any ex isting hardness of h« ’aring . 
Never put milk, fat, or any oily sub­ 
stance into the ear for the relief of pain, 
for they soon liecome rancid ari<l tend to 
incite inilainmation. Simple warm water 
will answer the purpose better than any ­ 
thing else. 
Never lie alarmcfl if a living insect en­ 
ters the ear. 
Pouring warm w’ater into 
the canal will drowm it, when it will g en­ 
erally come to the surface, and can be 
^ i l y removed by t(he fing ers. A few 
puffs of tobacco smoke blown into tke 
ear will atuiiefy the insect. 
Never meddle with the ear if a foreig n 
l)ody . such as a l» ead, buttonA^r seed, en­ 
ters* it; leave it absolutely alone, but have 
a phy sician attend to it. 
More damag e 
lias lk*eu done by injudicious attempts at 
the ex traction of a foreig n body than 
could ever come from its pre,sence in the 
ear.—lie:» Ith and Home.
